Ho was either trustee or 
director of nearly all. the benevolent 
InstltutlonB in the city. nOf>h,ls many 
private charities, there is no record to 
our knowledge. 


His well known kind heartedness 


and. 
generosity, his readiness to lend 


pecuniary aid to those who needed it 
and to contribute and serve every 
good- cause presented to him made 
these appeals as various as they were 
numerous. 


The extent and numbei of these char- 


ities and the many ways he .sought 
to do good silently and without obser- 
vation are known only to his God. 
The remembrance of them may re- 
main with the recipient but to all 
others all knowledge of them are 
juried in his grave. While he, looked

generation of the individual but the 
egeneration of the State. The State 
is as truly divine as the Church: yes, 
i he State is the designed outcome of 
the perfected Church. In the munici- 
pal reform which swept through the 
•city he was one of the conspicuous 
leaders.' He did not do this for glory 
01- bunor but for decency anj right. 
He believed that every man owed it 
to God and toJiis Country to be pos- 
sessed of a sound and uubribable man- 
hood, of a personal righteousness and 
a .perpetua;, persistent, aggressive ac- 
tivity to bring- honesty into all deal- 
ings; justice between man and man 
arm purity Into politics,' and of all 
this he was a worthy example. 


For twenty years 1 have known this 


man In whose memory we are here as- 
sembled. 1 have sought his council 
many times and never did his advice 
bring me to an issue I afterwards 
regretted. 
This citizen, this frienu, 


this Christian brother in the fullness 
of years walked out upon the level 
and stepped off Into eternity. Blessed 
be his memory. Dear friend, the ciiy 
is lonely without you; lost to us but 
not to God; lost to earth but entered 
Heaven; lost from these labors and 
toils and perils but entered into that 
everlasting peace and ever advancing 
progress.
